Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-29 allowed. 

The closest relevant art is Fuesser (6,503,303) wherein Fuesser discloses a 
device for sucking in and compressing at least one gas in a fuel cell system (13) 
comprising a compressor for the gas (1 1 ), an air filter (1 5), and an air intake (1 7) 
connected with the air inlet (21 ) of the compressor (1 1 ) by a hose (25) having a sound 
permeable membrane (26) (see col. 3, lines 50-59, col. 4, lines 4-13). 

Claims 10-29 of this instant patent application differ from the disclosure of 
Fuesser in that the air intake constitutes a porous flexible gas routing passage that 
prefilters gas entering the air filter system and prevents particles in the gas from 
entering the gas filter system.
